Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Discussion of rewriting objected to claim 3 in independent form and 
which of claims 4-16 could be made dependent thereon. Claim 4 cannot be dependent on claim 3 because it 
contradicts a limitation, but claims 5-16 can be. Also discussed claims 16 and 33 having a lack of antecedent basis 
problem (112, second paragraph rejection) for "the ring". The examiner suggested rewording claims 16 and 33 
because they would not be accurate of the embodiment shown in Figure 14 if they were made dependent on a claim 
that requires the ring to circumferentially surround the base or valve body. 
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
